W ashington. Fob. 20 (.Ti 
A sys­ 
tem to restrict fuel oil deliveries 
to homes, industries, and for com­ 
m ercial purposes in the east was 
announced today by Petroleum Co­ 
ordinator Ickes, in the face of fast 
dim inishing stocks resulting from 
tanker sinkings and diversion to 
w ar purposes. 
Intended to spread the availa­ 
ble supplies so th a t consumers 
may share equitably, the plan, 
to become effective immediately^ 
provides: 
No m arketer shall deliver fuel 
oil to any consum er for uses other 
than for domestic heating if th at 
consum er's stock of fuel oil is in 
excess of the am ount he would 
norm ally use during the ensuing 14 
days. 
If. however, a consum er's stock 
drops to or below the amount he 
would norm ally use in the next 
14 days, the m arketer will be per- 
| nutted to sell or deliver an am ount 
of fuel up to but not exceeding 
the capacity of a single tank car 
or other transportation unit nor­ 
m ally used in m aking deliveries 
to the consum er, or an approx- 
; im ate two weeks supply which­ 
ever quantity is the smaller. Sim­ 
ilar provisions govern deliveries 
by m arketers to resalers. 
In the case of consumers using 
fuel oil for domestic heating, no 
delivery may be made if the con­ 
sum er’s stock exceeds 20 per cent 
of the capacity of his fuel tank.

Kingston’s one traffic fatality, the same 
numlier as in 1940, in equivalent to a rate of 
3.5 |»cr 100,000 population, which compares 
favorably with the 15.2 average rate for the 
430 cities, with the New York State figure 
of 19.7 and with the average rate of other 
cities of its si/*' group, 23,CKX) to 50,000 popu­ 
lation, which was 13.3 lier 100,000. 
Automobiles during the year took a toll 
of 40,000 lives, an increase of 16 per cent 
over 1940, and the highest on record. The 
direct economic loss resulting from fatal and 
non-fatal auto accidents in IOU is set at 
$1,SOO,OOO,OOO. 
The government’s ban on new* automobiles 
and tires will not necessarily improve the 
situation, the report declares. Against the 
favorable factor of fewer cars in use will be 
the fact that motorists will be driving older 
and less safe cars. 
However, the impact and attrition of this 
war may tend to make its more careful. Then 
by the time the emergency is over and new 
cars are available again for whoever has the 
price, we may have got so used to driving 
carefully, at a reasonable spt'cd, that we 
won’t slip back into our old recklessness for 
puite a while. 
When peace comes again, we may under­ 
stand better the value of human life.

PHYSICIAN* AND HEART DISEASE 


Coronary disease kills physicians twice as often 
as laymen. While coronary deaths have increased 
114 per cent among all men over a seven-year per­ 
iod, the increase among physicians is 240 per cent. 
I am quoting from an article "Coronary Disease 
and the Doctor” by Dr. O. P. J. Falk, rn the Illinois 
Medical Journal. 
Statist tics show that 40 per cent, that is 2 in ev­ 
ery J physicians are destined to die of heart disease 
and of that numlier half will develop a phase of 
coronary discase or insufficiency. 
I have spoken before of the great increase in 
heart disease in physicians and one naturally won­ 
ders why physicians are not more careful about 
their manner of living As (Hunted out some time 
ago, few physicians die of diabetes because they 
recognize the symptoms early and by dict anil in­ 
sulin are able to keep diabetes under control. 
Why then should more physicians die of heart 
disease than do laymen or the general public? 
As a m atter of fact, the reason so many physi­ 
cians die of heart disease is because their work 
means an irregular method of hung as to eating, 
sleeping, and exercising. 
Now, a young physician is usually able to w ith­ 
stand the demands of a day and night practice and 
can also withstand the effects of long hours, irregu­ 
lar meals, and the depressing effects caused by very 
sick or very nervous patients. 
Hut as a physician 
grows older, because he is only human, he tries to 
Fulfill all the obligations of his profession in inst 
as conscientious a manner as when he was younger, 
Dr. Falk's suggestions to physicians a re -that they 
should make sure of enough rest and sleep every­ 
day. taking a warm bath and a hot drink at bed­ 
time. 
Further, as the physician advances past middle 
age he should select his patients and not waste 
time and energy on high strung, non-coQperat ive 
patients as these patients do not justify the effort 
put forth carrying them along. 
A more tranquil and protective philosophy of 
life might reasonably hope to postpone, if not act­ 
ually prevent, some of the severe symptoms of heart 
disease.

It is true that Congress some 
day could repeal such a law' if now 
passed but it takes a two thirds 
vote of both houses to repeal a 
law that the administration ve­ 
toes and this is a sizeable majority 
to obtain when the executive by 
means of patronage and other ex­ 
ecutive favors can control some­ 
thing more than one third of 
either house. 
It it important that the exact 
text of this amazing proposal he 
known to the public while there is 
time for the processes of repre­ 
sentative government to function.

ment, letter, memorandum, book 
pamphlet, paper, document, manu­ 
script, map, picture, plan, record 
or other writing in the custody of 
the United States, or of any agen­ 
cy, officer, or employe thereof, de­ 
clared to he secret or confidential 
by statute, or declared to be secret 
or confidential by any rule or rep. 
alation of any d e trim e n t or agen- 
cy of the United States of which 
he has knowledge or which has 
. been published in tho code of fed 
oral regulations or in the federal 
register shall lie fined not more 
than $5,000 or imprisoned for no* 
more than two years, or both. The 
provisions of this section are in 
addition to, and do not supersede 
other laws. 
"Section two: The head of am 
executive department, independent 
establishment, 
or other agency 
may authorize the disclosure of 
information in the custody of hn 
department, 
establishment, 
or 
agency to particular persons or 
classes of persons or to the public 
generally, the provisions of section 
one of this act shall not apply to 
disclosures so authorized." 
T hat’s all there is to the bill but 
it can success fully kill news gath­ 
ering in Washington for all time 
because most of the news is cus­ 
tomarily gathered from minor of­ 
ficials who w ould no* dare to dis­ 
cuss the affairs of their bureaus 
for fear they might be divulging 
the "substance, purport, effect, or 
meaning of any file, instrument, 
letter, memorandum etc." 
All that the departm ent heads 
would have to do— and some have 
tried it in the past—wuuld be to 
make one rule that no informa­ 
tion can be given out except when 
they themselves authorize it and 
I the policy of suppression would be 
effective. 
If the bill wasn't intended to 
cover up incompetence and was 
loosely drawn through sheer inad­ 
vertence. then *t doesn’t speak 
well for Attorney General Biddle's 
prestige as a drafter of laws. If 
the bill was seriously intended to 
mean what it says, then, indeed, 
has the Roosevelt administration 
corroborated the fears so frequent- 
jly expressed by critics that the 
war is being used to convert the 
American democracy into a totali- 
! tarian system under the guise of 
j Ivenevolence and the so-called pub­ 
lic interest.

AUTOMOBILE 
DEDUCTIONS 


With the number of automobile 
owners registering in the millions, 
the question of deductions for the 
cost of operation and maintenance 
of a motorcar frequently arises. 
The purchase price of an automo­ 
bile, whether it is to be used for 
business or pleasure, cannot 
he 
deducted from gross income. 
If 
used for business, it is a capital 
expenditure; if used for pleasure, 
it is a personal expenditure—both 
deductions being expressed prohib­ 
ited by the income tax law. 
Several deductions, however, are 
allowable in (vonn,'ction with the 
cost of operation of an automobile 
used either for business or pleas­ 
ure. lf used exclusively for busi­ 
ness, deductions may be taken for 
the cost of gasoline, oil. repairs, 
garage rent, amounts paid for in­ 
surance, and other necessary op­ 
eration and upkeep expenses, 
as 
well as damages paid for injury to 
another while the car was being 
used for business purposes 
and 
losses sustained 
by 
reason 
of 
damage to the car 
while 
being 


used for such purposes, provided 
such damages and losses are not 
covered by insurance or otherwise. 
Depreciation based on the cost of 
the car and its cst.mated useful 
j life also is deductible. 
Other deductible items, irrespec­ 
tive of whether the car is used for 
I business or 
pleasure, 
are sums 
paid during the taxable vear for 
personal property taxes arid muni­ 
cipal taxes, interest on money bor­
